Abdomen Pierced by Iron Pipe 


. Pittsburgh, Penna. 
June 
16.— 


Impaled by an iron railing ofthe 
West Braddock Bridge which penetra- 
ted his abdomen yesterday afternoon 
when an auto truck he was driving 
crashed into the ;s|de. of the bridge, 
James Welsh, 20 years old of 115 Pat 
terson avenue, Rankin,.remained calm 
in the. truck, while other persons fe- 
verishly struggled for nearly 45 min- 
utes to cut away the railing. With 
piece of the railing still projecting 
from his body, Welsh was rushed to 
the Braddock fieneral Hospital where 
an operation was "performed immedi- 
ately. His condition ^as reported cri- 
tical. 


.' The accident occurred at the Brad- 
dock junction end of the brodge, when 
Welsh's machine, apparemly, becom- 
ing unmanageable, suddenly swerved 
out upoh ft pwt of the bridge design- 


ed for use of street cars only and par 
allel with the path used for general 
traffic-. The machine plunged directly 
against the ends of two horizontal 
railings, erected as a barrier between 
the general traffic path and the street 
car line. 


The two rs'.Hngs passed through 


tlie front of the truck, the tipper one 
passing slightly over Welsh's head, 
and the lower on* shattering the wind 
shield and penetrating deeply into his 
abdomen. 


David St^-ey, 14 years old, of 702 


Talfaot Avenue, Braddock, was sitting 
beside Welsh and terror stricken, he 
screamed for help. His shouts attrac- 
ted pedestrians who summoned.work- 
ers in nearby plants. Employes of the 
Rankin Junction plant of the
